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Activism  as 
Community  Service

On  November  12,  the  LAA  sponsored  a panel  roundtable 
discussion  to  explore  the  meaning  of  community  service  at  Living- 
ston College.  Entitled  "Activism  as  Community  Service:  Is  the 
Livingston  Mission  Alive?,"  the  ten  panelists  highlighted  the 
meaning  of  community  service  and  its  activist  roots.  The  Living- 
ston College  Dean's  Office  and  the  Livingston  College  Govern- 
ment Association  provided  special  support  for  the  program. 

Thirty  people  in  the  audience  listened  as  seasoned  New  Jersey 
activists  debated  the  true  essence  of  community  service.  The  LAA 
organized  the  program  as  an  alternative  to  the  black  tie,  $75  a plate 
dinner  program  designed  by  the  Rutgers  Alumni  Federation. 
According  to  Sue  Kozel,  the  moderator  and  program  organizer  for 
the  LAA  community  service  event,  Livingston  College  needed  a 
dynamic  forum  in  order  to  "remind  the  university  that  we  can't 
leave  the  community  out  of  any  discussion  of  community  service."

The  other  15  alumni  associations  have  joined  Livingston  in 
demanding  that  the  Trustees  approve  association's  choices  for  Trustee  and 
implement  an  appeal  procedure  should  a candidate  be  rejected.  These 
proposals  are  pending  before  the  Trustees  as  this  newsletter  goes  to  press. 

Meanwhile,  the  LAA  and  other  associations  are  considering 
seeking  state  legislation  to  allow  associations  to  directly  appoint  their 
representatives  should  the  Board  resist  voluntary  efforts  to  resolve  the 
selection  preocedure  dispute. 

Finally,  expressing  the  view  that  the  Board’s  unjust  treatement  of 
Livingston  and  Sue  Kozel  cannot  be  allowed  to  stand,  LAA  President  Bill 
Bowman,  '82,  told  the  press,  "We  will  believe  Susan  Kozel  should  be  our 
representative.  Well  take  up  that  issue  in  the  near  future."

RU  Trustees  to  LC  - 

"Drop  Dead" 


Please  take  the  the  time  to  do  a service  for  Rutgers  Unvi- 
ersity  and  Livingston  College  which  requires  just  one  evening 
of  your  time  and  can  possibly  result  in  your  winning  a trip  to 
the  Bahamas.  Phonothon  *92  means  this  to  our  College: 


Livingston  has  the  dubious  honor  of  being  the  first  alumni 
association  in  Rutgers  history  to  have  its  candidate  for  membership 
on  the  University  Board  of  Trustees  summarily  rejected  by  the 
Board. 

In  the  ensuing  uproar,  the  Board  has  angrily  responded  to 
criticism  from  Livingston  alumni,  students  and  faculty,  conveying 
the  blunt  message  that  LC  should  simply  shut  up  and  drop  dead. 

As  is  standard  procedure  for  all  16  alumni  associations  at 
Rutgers,  our  Executive  Committee  was  asked  last  spring  to  select 
a candidate  for  election  by  the  Trustees  to  a six  year  term  on  the 
Board.  We  proposed  Susan  Kozel, '81.  Asasmdentleader,Suehad 
served  as  student  representative  to  the  Trustees.  As  an  alumna,  she 
served  in  numerous  association  offices,  organized  reunions,  was 
elected  to  two,  3-year  terms  in  the  University  Senate  and  is 
presently  on  the  University  Alumni  Federation. 

In  rejecting  Susan,  the  Board  chose  an  alumna  not  recom- 
mended by  anyone  at  Livingston  — this  individual  had  only  3 
months  of  active  alumni  involvement,  none  of  which  was  related 
to  the  College.  The  Board  also  violated  several  of  their  own  pro- 
cedures and  generally  conducted  their  business  in  an  unfair  and  un- 
democratic marmer. 

Why  was  Sue  rejected?  Because  she  has  been  an  articulate  and 
successful  opponent  of  several  misguided  policy  initiatives  pro- 
posed by  the  Board. 

Most  recently,  she  secured  passage  of  state  legislation  pre- 
venting the  University  from  bulldozing  its  own  Ecological  Pre- 
serve, which  abuts  Livingston. 

In  the  Daily  Targum  of  October  18,  1991,  Board  Chairman 
Richard  Levao,  RC  '70,  cited  this  as  a prime  reason  for  rejecting 
Sue,  stating,  "Someone  who  advocates  stripping  the  powers  of  the 
Board  should  not  be  on  the  Board  itself.
